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A Memoriam to a Foundation and Life Member 


In Memoriam: 

Karel Nissen. 

On the 3rd of March, 
one of Neerlandia’s 
Foundation and Life 
Members, Karel 
Nissen, passed away 
after a long illness. 

I had the pleasure of 
knowing Karel well, as 
he not only was my tax 
accountant, but his 
office was opposite the 
Pert Zoo Entrance. We also spent many 
years together on the Neerlandia Committee; 
played Klaverjas together at Neerlandia on 
Thursday Nights; were both Members and 
were Prins of the Sandgroper Carnival 
Club; and we played Snooker at the 
Hollandia Billiard Club for many years. 
These were all great times. 

In 2013 Karel wrote an article for the 
Neerlandia Magazine and following, in his 
own words, are some of the details of his 
involvement with the wider Dutch 
Community in Perth. Editor. 

Profile of a Past-President, written by the 
late Karel Nissen. 

As a hobby I loved playing Draughts and 
became President and Secretary of the King 
Damas Draughts Club. 

It was in that capacity, that I became 
involved in the wider Dutch Community. 
During the 1950 and sixties Perth had a vast 
number of Dutch organisations and as early 
as 1965, attempts were made to work 
together in order to obtain a Clubhouse for 
the entire Dutch Community. But those 
attempts failed. 

But in 1969 another attempt was made, this 
time by the Dutch Consul in WA, who took 
the initiative and he invited representatives 
from all Dutch clubs to a meeting. 

I represented the King Damas Draughts 
Club. 

Agreement was reached to publish a 
combined monthly magazine and to take 
over a church periodical called "Contact", 
which had an accumulated debt of $800.00. 


An Interim Neerlandia Committee was 
formed on the 24th of June 1969, that 
consisted of Nico Feddema, President; 
Pieter Leeflang, Secretary; and Karel 
Nissen, Treasurer. 

The three of us were the Foundation Office 
Bearers and it was also the beginning of the 
Dutch Society Neerlandia as you all know it 
and my involvement with it. 

But after a while I had to give my 
Committee function away, to concentrate on 
family and business. But in 1991,1 returned 
once again to the Committee, when I was 
nominated and elected as Neerlandia’s 
President, a position I held for 4 years. 

It was not easy dealing with very 
independent and strong-headed Committee 
Members, but Neerlandia fared well in my 
first two years. But ongoing, extensive 
restorations and improvements in the lounge 
and the hall such as heating and air- 
conditioning projects took their toll and 
expenditure had to be reigned in drastically. 
In 1995 I did not renominate and left the 
Committee. 

Meanwhile Ria and I had joined the 
Camaval's Club ’’the Sandgropers”. 

We also joined the Card Club Neerlandia 
and attended their weekly card evening for 
many, many years. 

But in 2001 I re-joined the Committee once 
again, this time as Treasurer, a position I 
held for 9 years until 2010. 

In the end, I had no option but to resign, due 
to ill health.

From Foundation Member to President 
and Treasurer, Karel had a long 
involvement with the Dutch Society 
Neerlandia, an involvement we should all 
honour and remember.

Time for a passport renewal? 

On a yearly basis the Consulate-General of 
the Netherlands in Bondi Junction accepts 
over 5.000 Dutch Passport and Visa 
applications.

The Consulate-General is now the only place 
in Australia, where you can renew your 
Passport. Since our staff would like to help 
everyone coming from all over Australia as 
efficiently as possible, you will have to make 


an appointment, using your internet. 

The Passport application will be sent to the 
Netherlands for further processing and 
printing. This process takes about 4 weeks. 
In case of urgency, this process can be 
shortened to 2 weeks at an additional cost 
of approximately $71.40 AUD depending 
on currency rates. 

The new Passport for adults has a validity of 
ten years. The Passport for minors (under 
18) still has a validity of five years. 

Only have Dutch citizenship? 

Please bring your proof of valid stay 
in Australia. 

Nowadays, the Australian Department of 
Immigration of Border Protection does not 
provide visa labels in Passports anymore. 
However, for a Dutch Passport renewal you 
have to bring proof of valid stay in 
Australia, a so called VEVO (Visa 
Entitlement Verification Online). 

You can obtain a (free) VEVO by going to 
https://www.border.gov.au/Busi/Visa or call 
131881.

The Fortification Town of Valkenburg 


Valkenburg aan de Geul is a Municipality situated in 
the SouthEastem Dutch province of Limburg. The Town 
of Valkenburg is positioned centrally in the Municipality. 

|B| History: 

Sieges and conquests have been the recurrent theme in 
the history of the Town of Valkenburg, especially in 
connection with Valkenburg Castle, the seat of the 
Counts of Valkenburg (or Falkenburg). 

It was here that Beatrice of Falkenburg grew up and in 1269, at the 
age of 15, married 60-year-old Richard of Cornwall, King of the Holy 
Roman Empire. 

In December 1672, the Castle was once again destroyed this time by 
^ Dutch troops led by William III, trying to prevent the armies of Louis 
m XIV of France from capturing it, however, the Castle was never to be 
rebuilt. 

The remaining ruins are a popular tourist attraction. 

In the 19th century, because of the natural beauty of the area, 
Valkenburg became a sought-after holiday destination for the well-to-do in the Netherlands. 

During the Second World War, Valkenburg was occupied by Nazi-Germany for four years, four months 
and one week. The Town was liberated on 17 September 1944 by the 
American 30th Infantry Division. 

Tourism: 

Tourism developed, especially when in 1853 the Railway from 

Maastricht to Heerlen and Aachen opened. 

Valkenburg Railway Station is the oldest 
surviving station in the Netherlands. 

In the beginning of the 20th century, well- 
known Dutch architect Pierre Cuypers lived 
in Valkenburg for several years. He helped to 
develop tourism by designing a hotel, an 
open-air theater and a copy of the Catacombs 
of Rome was built in man-made Caves. 

Valkenburg is no longer a fortified Town but it has largely retained its historical 
charm, although the Town was overwhelmed by mass tourism in the 1960s, 70s 
and 80s. It was more than 1 million overnight stays per year. 

The present aim of the Council of Valkenburg is to move away from mass 
tourism, and emphasize the natural and historical beauty of the Town and its 
surrounds, and in order to attract more "quality tourism" a plan was made, 
called: ’’Fortification Town Valkenburg”. 

Included in the plans were the rebuilding of Geulpoort, a 14th-century Town 
Gate, the restoration of two other Town Gates and the reconstruction of the 
defensive moat along the Medieval wall in Halderpark.

Schaloen Castle: 

The Castle was first mentioned in 1375 and in 1381 it 
was noted that it was partly owned by the Knights 
Johan Struver van Hoelsbergh (or Hulsberg) and 
Geraerdt Mulaerdt. In 1400 Johan became the full 
owner and the Castle stayed within his family for the 
next one and a half century. 

During the 1550’s the Castle was destroyed by Spanish 
troops. In 1650 the ruined Castle came in the hands of 
Johan Reinier Hoen van Cartiels, who rebuilt it. The 
present Rastle is built out of marl. 

Through marriage the Castle came in possession of the 
De Villers Masbourg-family. In 1894 the Castle was 
restored, in a neo-Gothic style, by the famous Dutch 
architect dr. PHJ. Cuypers who also built the 
Rijksmuseum in Amsterdam and rebuilt the ”Den Haar 
countess, left the Castle in 1934. 

In later years is was used as a school and then stood empty for quite some years. But at present it is used as 
a Museum, holiday houses and a hotel. There is also a restaurant in the gate building on the bailey. The 
entire complex is moated. 

Cycling: 

Valkenburg is famous for its Cycling Events. The Town has hosted 
the UCI Road Cycling World Championship a record five times, in 
1938, 1948, 1979 and 1998 and again in 2012. 

Since 2003, the Town's killer. Cauberg Hill, has been the finish of the 
Amstel Gold Race. The Tour de France had a stage finish in 
Valkenburg in 1992 and again in 2006. 

The Cauberg Cyclo-cross is part of the UCI Cyclo-cross World Cup. 

Shopping: 

The redevelopment of the town's shopping district 
was finished in 2016 and the results are very 
“Gezellig”. 

The spectacular man-made Caves, Tu nn els and 
Grottos under Valkenburg are used for two 
purposes. Most of the year they can be visited by 
taking part in guided tours. 

However, at Christmas time, the Caves are 
transformed into spectacular Christmas Markets.
